While there is no actual news from 
the theater of war, rumors are plenti- 
ful. The Daily Express correspondent 
at Berlin gives an alleged official in- 
timation from the Rhsslan ambassa- 
dor, Count Osten-Sacken, that Vice 
Adm. Makaroff has mined all the coast 
of the peninsula of Port Arthur, the 
situation of the mines extending three 
miles seaward. 

A correspondent of the Daily Tele- 
graph at Yin Kow says that the Jap- 
anese again attacked Port Arthur on 
March 12 as a challenge for Vice Adm. 
Makaroff to come out and fight. Dur- 
ing the heavy bombardment the corre- 
spondent says the Japanese were in a 
position of safety from the guns of the 
fortress. The Russian casualties 
amounted to 300 killed or wounded. 

Yin Kow, March 17. — The only re- 
liable reports at the present moment 
from the main Manchurian cities show 
a quiet movement along the railway 
and such cities as Mukden, which are 
off the main line, are undisturbed. The 
people here are not in possession of 
definite news of outside events.

Washington, March 17. — Commis- 
sioner of Pensions Ware, with the ap- 
proval of Secretary Hitchcock, Wed- 
nesday promulgated the most impor- 
tant pension ruling that has been is- 
sued in a long time. It directs that 
beginning April 13 next, if these is no 
contrary evidence and all other legal 
requirements have been met, claim- 
ants for pension under the general act 
of June 27, 1890, who are over G2 
years old shall be considered as disa- 
bled one-half in ability to perform 
manual labor and shall be entitled t* 
$G a month; over 65 years, to $8; over 
GS years, to $10, and over 70 to $12, the 
usual allowances at higher rates con- 
tinuing lor disabilities other than age. 

The order itself is preceded by a 
preamble which, after citing the law, 
says the pension for the bureau has 
established with reasonable certainty 
the average nature and extent of the 
infirmity of old age; that 39 years aft- 
er the Mexican war congress in 1887 
placed on the pension roll all Mexican 
war soldiers who were over 62 vears 
old. 

Commissioner Ware, just before 
leaving for a trip south for his oealth, 
spoke as follows regarding the order, 
which he said would save both the old 
soldiers and the government and & 
great deal of money and time. 

“There has long been in the bureau 
a rule fixing a maximum age limit at 
$12 for 75 years. This was made dur- 
ing Mr. Cleveland’s administration by 
Commissioner I.ochren, now federal 
judge in Minnesota. 

“It would seem that if 39 years aft- 
er the expiration of service a Mexican 
war soldier was entitled to a pension 
at 62 years and no other requisite for 
drawing a pension should exist except 
age, that to soldiers of the civil war 
who fought vastly more and longer 
at least as good a rule ought to ap- 
ply. 

“There is an advantage and saving 
to the government in the use of this 
order because every old soldier who 
lias reached the age of G2 years is able 
to prove almost without possibility of 
doubt that he is one-half disabled from 
earning his support by manual labor. 
This being so, it seems unwise to put 
a soldier to the expense of time and 
transportation to go to a place where 
a medical board can examine him to 
find that fact out. and on the other 
hand, it seems unnecessary for the 
government to keep the boards estab- 
lished and then pay $6 for the exami- 
nation of a soldier when the result of 
the examination can be so accurately 
foretold. 

“I am of the opinion that this order 
will save the government a good deal 
of money. Of the two hundred thou- 
sand examinations in the last year, if 
one-fourth of them were saved it would 
make $300,000, and perhaps an equal 
amount in time and transportation to 
the old soldiers who would have to go 
and be examined.” 



London, March 15. — A correspondent 
of the Daily Mail at New Chwang says 
that after the removal of the battle- 
ship Retvizan four Russian steamers, 
the Harbin, the Hailar, the Ninguta 
and the Sungari were anchored at the 
mouth of the entrance to Port Arthur 
in proper position and sunk, leaving 
only a small channel available. Vice 
Adm. Makaroff having previously or- 
dered the whole fleet, to remain out- 
side with steam up, economy in coal 
being unnecessary. This dispatch, 
which is prominently displayed by the 
Daily Mail, and which the correspond- 
ent says is “on Russian information”

tanee, confirming the idea that Vice 
Adm. Makaroff will adopt the offen- 
sive and make a desperate attempt to 
bring together Russia’s scattered na- 
val forces or endeavor to inflict dam- 
age upon the Japanese navy. The 
story must, however, be viewed cau- 
tiously, the only approach to confirma- 
tion from any other quarter being in 
a dispatch from a correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph at Yin Kow, which 
merely says: 

“Vice Adm. Makaroff has issued or- 
ders to the effect that the saving of 
coal is unnecessary, but that tbe big 
gun ammunition in the forts must not 
be wasted. Evidently this ammuni- 
tion is running short.” 

It is a subject of unceasing remark 
and conjecture that nothing has been 
heard of the Vladivostok squadron and 
it is beginning to be believed that it is 
really inside the harbor of Vladivo- 
stok. 

The Standard’s Tokio correspondent 
says that according to a dispatch 
from Gensan. the Russians are believ- 
ed to he withdrawing from the north- 
east frontier of Korea and concentrat- 
ing at Vladivostok. 

St. Petersburg, March 16. — From the 
highest official quarter a press repre- 
sentative- has received information that 
there is absolutely no foundation for 
the rumors persistently sent out from 
Tokio that the Russians are abandon- 
ing Port Arthur. “It is the veriest 
nonsense,” said the official informant. 
■“Nothing has occurred there to war- 
rant such reports. The Japanese fleet 
has not been seen for 48 hours. The 
motive of the government at Tokio in 
spreading this story is probably to in- 
fluence public feeling in Japan for the 
purpose of creating enthusiasm while 
a war loan Is being floated.” 

The newspapers here manifest the 
greatest indignation over the report, 
the Boerse Gazette characterizing it 
as outrageous and a British invention. 
Attention is redirected to the order of 
the day issued by Lieut. Gen. Stoessel. 
commandant at Port Arthur, in which 
he declared that that place would nev- 
er be surrendered as representing the 
Russian position. 

Ix>ndon, March 1G.— According to a 



The chief movement *on the Fung 
Huang Cheng military road is the dis- 
patch of riders to and from the Rus- 
sian advance forces. A creditable na- 
tive arrived here Wednesday bringing 
a report as late as March 12 from 
Song Huafig Cheng to the effect that 
tie main body of the concentrated 
forces had crossed the Yalu, leaving 
small bodies of troops at Antung amd 
other points to guard the river. 

The continued attacks of the Japan- 
ese have compelled the steady occu- 
pation of the Liao Tung peninsula. 
The last bombardment of Port Arthur 
rendered every part of the fortress at 
Port Arthur unsafe. Residents assert 
that tie fragments of Japanese shells 
fell everywhere, and that some rail- 
way coaches and buildings were de- 
stroyed. though most of the damage on 
the shore was unimportant. 

Tokio, March 17. — Tokio is unadvis- 
ed regarding the naval plans and 
movements of the Russians, and is in 
doubt whether the remnant of their 
fleet is still at Port Arthur or is en 
route to Vladivostok. 

Tate Wednesday afternoon a tele- 
gram reached tie navy department 
saying that seven Russian ships have 
been reported as passing Fort Lazareff. 
The report was not circumstantial. It 
did not give the character of the ships 
or the direction in which they were 
sailing. It is anticipated that the Jap- 
anese, by their activity, will speedily 
determine the whereabouts and inten- 
tions of the Russians. 

Seoul, March 3 7. — The Korean super- 
intendent of trade at Kyong-Hung, on 
the Tumen river, has received a note 
from the general in command at Vladi- 
vostok saying that since Korea has 
joined Japan Russia considers Korea 
as belligerent and will act accordingly. 
Two thousand Korean troops now at 
Seoul will be sent to the north next 
week. The Japanese have ascertained 
definitely that a strong force of Rus- 
sian field artillery is on the north 
bank of the Yalu river and that earth- 
works have been thrown up. Advices 
from Chon-Ju, a town north of Anju, 
say that the people are in a state of 
panic owing to the treatment of wom- 
en and siezing of grain by Russians.

A request to oppose the meas- 
ure also was made on behalf of the 
steel interests. • . 

TEXAS ANTI-TRUST LAW.

Suits For Alleged Violations Brought 

Against Surety Companies. 

Austin, Tex., March 17. — Suits for 
alleged violations of the Texas anti- 
trust laws were filed by County Attor- 
ney Brady under direction of State At- 
torney General Bell Wednesday after- 
noon against the United States Fidel- 
ity and Deposit Co., of Maryland, and 
the American Bonding Co., of Balti- 
more. 

It is alleged that the companies 
have entered into a trust to fix the 
prices of surety and guaranty bonds. 
A penalty of $224,600 is asked from 
each for this alleged violation. 

It is also alleged that defendants 
are trying to restrict trade, and for 
this a penalty of $17,500 is asked from 
each.

juries which resulted fatally.

| “of the Canadian prairies, we should 
; “not lose sight of the fact of the in- 
! “fluence of the rains; the total average 
I “rainfall for the season is but 13.35 
“inches for the territories, and 17.34 
j “inches in Manitoba, and that the 
j “amounts falling between April 1st 
J “and October 1st are respectively 9.39 
1 “inches and 12.87 inches, or about 
I “three-fourths of the entire rainfall. 

, “From the middle of June to the mid- 
: “die of July there are over two hours 
: “more daylight in every twenty-four 
j “hours than there is in Nebraska. The 
“main reason why Western Canada 
“wheat grows to such perfection is the 
“effect of solar light, or longer period 
I “of sunshine it gets each day. This 
“is what makes seeds or grain mors 
“perfect, grown in this country than 
j “elsewhere. This extraordinary rapid 
“growth of vegetation under the iu- 
“fluence of this long continued sun- 
; “shine exceeds anything known in low- 
1 “er latitudes. * * * 

“We do not wish it understood that 
“wheat alone is the main product of 
“this country; it leads in that, yet it 
“is destined to become famous for its 
“cattle, horses and sheep and for its 
“dairy products. We saw more and 
j “larger bands of cattle and sheep graz- 
I “ing in Assiniboia and Alberta than 
j “we ever saw on the western plains of 
“the United States. One band of cat- 
j “tie numbering 5,000 head were graz- 
• “ing on the rich grass and sheep wilh- 
“out number.’’ 

| The Government of the Dominion of 
Canada is still using the same energet- 
ic efforts which have been used for the 
past 5 or 6 years to settle up these 
western prairies, and on application to 
any Agent of the Canadian Govern- 
ment the settler will be able to secure 
a certificate entitling him to a low rata 
which will give him the opportunity 
of visiting any portion of Canada’s 
grain producing domain.

The idea seems to erroneously pre- 
vail in the United States that all the 
Mexican Gulf ports are sickly and pes- 
tilential, especially during the summer 
season; this is far from being the case. 
The coast littoral naturally is warm, 
but is not unhealthy if ordinary pre- 
cautions are adopted to avoid marshy 
or malerial districts. On the coast there 
are two seasons, the rainy and the dry; 
the former commences in June and 
lasts until October. During this period 
the heat is greatly tempered by re- 
freshing breezes. The dry season, 
which is the winter here, from October 
to April, has an ideal temperature, re- 
sembling our month of May in the 
United States, but more uniform and 
balmier. 

The prevailing diseases are of a mild 
malarial type, easily avoided by fol- 
lowing simple rules of living and 
avoiding unnecessary exposure to heat 
and rain. About 30 miles from the 
coast the altitude is from 600 to 800 
feet above the sea, and in this region 
the climate is exceptionally agreeable. 
Here, as elsewhere, one is exposed to 
sickness, but -if the common law's of 
health are observed one will experience 
no greater amount of illness than he 
would in his own country and live just 
as long, if not longer. 

The mean annual temperature is 75 
degrees Fahrenheit. The heat in sum- 
mer ranges from 80 to 90 degrees Fahr- 
enheit. and occasionally 95 degrees 
Fahrenheit; in winter, from 55 to 75 
degrees Fahrenheit, and occasionally 
85 degrees Fahrenheit. 

The lands in this part of the state 
of VeraCruz are exceedingly fertile and 
will yield two crops easily during the 
year, the soil in most instances being 
a rich, alluvial loam, several feet deep, 
and apparently inexhaustible. It is 
adapted to all kinds of agricultural 
pursuits, including nearly all the vege- 
tables produced in northern latitudes. 
As regards grazing lands they excel 
those of other localities in this repub- 
lic, being especially suited for the rais- 
ing of stock, as they produce an abun- 
dance of nutritious grass, and numer- 
ous sweet-w’aier streams are found in 
all directions. Prices of land are still 
reasonable — f .'om five to ten dollars 
Mexican (two to four dollars United 
States) — per acre, but will no doubt 
soon advance when the railroad, and 
canal now under w T ay reach this place.

A temperature of 60 degrees to SO de- 
grees F. is not dangerous to human be- 
ing who are adequately clothed, if the 
air is still, while 30 to 40 degrees higher, 
if accompanied by a gale of wind, would 
kill every living thing before it. Very 
low temperatures almosi in variably coin- 
cide with perfect atmospheric quiet. 

Aluminum becomes granular and brit- 
tle when heated to about 600 degrees C.;

comes so soft that it can easily be cut 
with a knife. Hence all that is needed in 
order to pulverize it is to heat it to th* 
above-mentioned temperature and then 
pound it in a mortar. With zinc, a simi- 
lar treatment will give the same result.

GERMAN-AMERICAN TREATY 



Little Prospect of an Agreement on 
Commercial Basis Between 
the Countries.

Mining Councilor Goiheim. a mem- 
ber of the German parliament, at a 
public meeting of the Frankfort asso- 
ciation for commercial treaties, held 
recently, expressed the opinion that 
there is little prospect for a treaty be- 
tween Germany and the United States. 
The greatest danger, he thought, is that 
the United States w’ill continue to en- 
joy the privileges accorded to other 
countries between 1891 and 1894 should 
the new commercial treaties raise the 
customs duties for the contracting 
countries. 

He expressed the opinion that no 
country, under the circumstances, 
would be ready for new treaties, and 
nothing else remains to be done but 
to give timely notice to discontinue the 
most-favored-nation clause in the 
treaty with the United States. 

In view of the great hostility of the 
German agrarians against the United 
States, it would require all the possible 
pressure of commercial circles to avoid. 
In the absence of a treaty, a tariff war 
with that country. 

American exports to Germany con- 
sist of raw materials and agricultural 
machinery, while the German exports 
to the United States consist of manu- 
factured goods of high value. It is 
therefore evident who would run the 
greatest risk. It must also be taken 
Into consideration that the passenger 
traffic across the Atlantic in recent 
times has been more and more monop- 
olized by Germany* and to the great 
German ocean transportation com- 
panies a tariff war with the United 
States would mean tremendous injury.
